CHAPTER 174.

AN ACT relating to offenses against public jus-
tice.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Any person who prevents, hinders, offences
controls or intimidates another from exercising, $&iee’ P*!
or in exercising the right of suffrage by means of
threats of depriving such person of employment,
or occupation, or by threats of refusing to renew
contracts for labor, at any election in this state,
shall be punished by imprisonment in the county
jail, not more than one year, or by fine not exceed-
ing five hundred dollars.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 175.

AN ACT to regulate the propelling of steam en-
gines upon the highways of the towns of this
state, and the liability for damages caused
thereby.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented

in senale and assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. Any person or persons owning, Rexusing
propelling, causing to be propelled or hauling, any of steam en.
steam engine upon any public highway in any %ays. *
town of this state shall be liable for all damage
that may arise or be caused to any person, or per-
sons or corporation by reason of the propelling,
hauling or using any such engine upon any such
highway in the following cases: 1st. When such
engine, with its equipments, shall weigh more
than four tons, exclusive of team, if so propelled.
2d. When such engine shall be set or used for
